Ottawa, Aug. 29.—Further informa- 
tion received here emphasizes the 
brilliance of the Canadians’ fighting 
during this month. According to ad- 
vices received here. Ypres, the 
Somme, Vimy, Passchendacle, and 
other seared and scarred fields where 
Canadiang have fought, will lose none 
of theirelustre, but there are feat- 
‘ures linked with the Canadians’ part 
in the British offensive that undoubt- 
edly make it noteworthy and signifi- 
cant in the annals of the war to date. 
It is said the battle so far has been 
the most successful the Canadians 
have fought from the standpoint that 
in no previous engagement has an ad- 
vance been so bold and rapid, and in 
none has the surprise factor been so 
successfully applied. 

A summary of the Canadian opera- 
tions states that the war has not 
seen before such an extensive co-op- 
eration of all the modern arms of 
Mars-tanks, airplanes of all types, the 
different weapons of artillery and in- 
fantry employed at one time. It has 
been the greatest triumph for and the 
best compliment to the organization 
staffs concerned. It is noted that for 
the first time the Canadians and Aus- 
tralians are fighting side by side and 
proving to be splendid comrades in 
arms. 


MOVE SOUTH IN DARKNESS 


It was only a few days before the 
attack was launched that the Can- 
adians, who were in a sector of the 
front to the north, received orders 
to move. Under cover of darkness 
the divisions were brought  south- 
ward. During the day they rested 
and kept under cover in wood and 
villages some distance behind the 
front. The move was wonderfully 
executed when the number of trains 
necessary to move a_ division are 
considered and the tons of supplies 
of all kindg to meet the multitudinous 
needs of a division in one day. 

The Canadian fighting troops were 
assembled on the night of August 7. 
@hat night every officer and man re- 
ceived his rations at the usual ti:ne, 
and mail was delivered and distribu- 
ted. The complex problems of ad- 
ministration and organization were 
carried out perfectly. As an evidence 
of the rapidity of the advance it is 
stated that twenty minutes after the 
attack commenced the first batch of 
prisoners, numbering several  hun- 
dred were being escorted to the Can- 
adian corps’ cage. 


QUICK WORK. 

One hour and forty minutes after 
the attack commenced field guns had 
dashed forward and were in action 
hree miles beyond the German front 
line. By this time half a dozen vil- 
lages had been captured. Among the 
notable places that fell soon after the 
show opened were Hangard wood and 
the village of Hangard. It was here 
that the French beat off several coun- 
ter-attacks and held the Germans in 
their advance on Amiens. The wood 
was the nearest point to that city. 

At Marvelcave some batteries of 
heavy howitzers were found idle, 
gunners having retired, evidently a 
few hours before, to nearby dugouts 
to rest. They were found asleep, and 
among them were a few officers 
wearing pyjamas of a fanciful shade. 

The end of the first day saw all 
our objectives taken on schedule 
time, whcih meant an advance of 
14,000 yards, a total of six thousand 
prisoners and over 400 fleld guns and 
heavy artillery and quantities of 
booty, hundreds of machine guns and 
with a total of Hun dead running into

With Gen. Mangin’s men already 
across the Ailette, on either side of 
the village of Champs, the enemy's 
hold on Courcy-le-Chateau is threaten- 
ed, Courcy-leChateau is highly import- 
ant to the Germans as a distributing 
centre of troops falling back from 
Noyon and those fighting stoutly on 
the left bank of the Ailette. 

American troops in the centre, are 
still fighting to clear the difficult 
entanglément of ravines before them. 
There has been no close fighting in 
these valleys as yet. 

A philosophic wounded prisoner 
was encountered today in the road 
near the battlefield. He said: “They 
told me the Americans murdered 
their prisoners.” 

When asked if he had believed that 
charge, he answered: “One does not 
make a great nation out of men like 
that.”

London, Aug. 29.—The total entente 
allied captures. on the western front 
since July 18 now approaches 120,000 
prisoners and 2,000 guns. The British 
captured more than 21,000 prisoners 
between August 21 and August 27, 
while the British total losses in the 
same period, including all killed, 
wounded and missing, were only 
slightly in excess of that ‘figure. A 
considerable number of the British 
casualties are ‘in the slightly wounded 
class. The total captures by the Brit- 
ish since August 18 exceed 47,000 
officers and men, and the captured 
guns number nearly 600. 

British military observers say it is 
now clear that the Germans intend to 
retire to a shorter line on the western 
front, where they can obtain better 
defensive positions against the con- 
stantly repeated entente allied blows 
and so the enemy can economise his 
forces which has become an urgent 
necessity on account of his lessening 
man-power.

For them to go into Russia and 
literally confiscate from 30 to 50 per 
cent of the Russian crop is physically 
impossible. It would require atraop 
of cavalry in every village. Indeed, 
it has been tried in the Ukraine,where 
regiments of Polish cavalry were sent 
to gather wheat. The result way that 
hundreds of the cavalrymen’ were 
killed and wounded—many of them 
being later dragged from the hospttals 
and torn limb from limb by the u:fu- 
rlated peasantry. An infinitely tet- 
ter method is that pursued in 2o0nj inc- 
tion with Lenine and Trotzky. 


The 6,000,000,000 roubles which the 
Bolsheviki have promised to pay Ger 
many is equal to $4,590,000,000. Now 
the entire national wealth of Russia 
immediately before the war was only 
$40,000,000,000. The territory over 
which the Bolsheviki hold sway at 
present, drained of its wealth and 
man power by the war, is worth prob- 
ably not more than $15,000,000,000. 
So these distinguished statesmen of 
“revolutionary” Russia have prom- 
ised to pay one-third of the wealth of 
their people to the kaiser. That means 
they are bound themselves to deliver 
one-third of the national income to 
German agents. Compare these fig- 
ures ‘ with those representing the 
wealth of France and draw similar 
conclusions. France was worth 50,- 
000,000,000 before the war. If a Bol- 
shevist regime in France could be 
established and make peace with the 
kaiser tomorrow as their fellows have 
in Russia, and the kaiser’s agents 
should demand the same as they did 
of the Russian Bolsheviki, all that 
France would have to pay would be 
$15,000,000,000. That is, the French 
workers would be asked to turn over 
$750,000,000 of their product annually. 


To return to Russia, the interest on 
$4,500,000,000 at 5 per cent is $225,000- 
000 annually. But von Kuhelmann is 
known to have been a very kindly 
generous, moderate and liberal states- 
man. At Brest-Litovsk he probably 
did not demand the whole amount on 
the spot in cash. We can easily ima- 
gine him giving the Bolsheviki five 
years in which to pay the principal; 
$900,000,000 at the end of the first 
year, plus $225,000,000 of interest is 
$1,125,000,000. Of course, not a dol- 
lar of gold will go from Russia to 
Germany. They wouldn't take it if 
it were offered to them, as they would 
rather have its weight in fron,zinc and 
rubber. They will take their pay in 
the only commodities Russia has to 
pay with—wheat, meat, wool and 
hides. That they will get, or out go 
the Bolsheviki, and in will come some 
one who will pay promptly. Mean- 
while if there is a revolution in Great 
Russia, it will not be- a _ revolution 
against a Marshal von Eichhorn—it 
must be a revolution against the rev- 
olutionists, and the one thing in which 
Lenine and Trotzky are efficient, in- 
deed, the one job in which they are 
highly skilled specialists, is dealing 
with counter-revolutionary forces. 
They will live and grow fat when men 
like Count Mirbach and Marshal 
Eichhorn die. They will deliver the 
$4,500,000,000 plus every kopek of in- 
terest, while the German agents in 
the Ukraine and Finland are sending 
back the bodies of their assassinated 
leaders. 

Let the social revolutionists of Rus- 
sia who have made such a splendid 
beginning on Mirbach and Eichhorn, 
continue their good work and make 
no distinction between the slave 
buyers and the slave traders.

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{GERMAN EXPERTS — 
TRYING TO EXPLAIN 
ALLIED SUCCESSES 


LUDENDORFF ANNOUNCES “VIC- 
TORIOUS: REPULSES”—UNFAVOR- 
ABLE PRESS COMMENT 


Amsterdam, August 27.—German 
war experts are hopelessly at odds 
in trying to explain the present situ- 
ation on the western front. Twice 
each day Gen. Ludendorff’s com- 
muniques announce “victorious — re- 
pulses,” but a glance at the map 
shows each successive location men- 
tioned as the scene of fighting lies a 
few miles eastward. 

This, says the Hamburg Nachrich- 
ten’s military expert darkly, is “a bad 
sign for the enemy, because it shows 
that his attempts to pierce the Ger- 
man front have failed and that he 
seeks to substitute width for depth.” 
He further argues that “the earlier 
German thrust toward Amiens fore- 
stalled the enemy, and now, even if 
the Germans are losing ground, it is 
no absolute gain for the enemy, but 
merely the recovery of earlier losses.” 

SCHEME GONE WRONG 

These sophistries are not wholly 
shared by the Kreuz Zeitung’s critic, 
who frankly admits that it is the 
German scheme that hag gone wrong 
‘nasmuch as “the enemy hag suc- 
cessmuly evaded battle on both sides 
of Rheims and therefore the German 
plan to tie up and split the enemy 
reverve: has failed.” He says in- 
ciduntaily that American aid “has 
happened to flow somewhat freer 
than anticipated, and Marshal Foch 
fis thereby able to deliver his blow.” 

It is no longer a fight for lines, but 
for deep zones, this critic says, and 
the task of the German army is to 
destroy the enemy's forces within 
these zones. He insists the strategic 
succesg will be denied Marshal Foch 
because the preliminary conditions 
for success are lacking, but the bat- 
tle, he thinks, will continue for a long 
time. 

POOR DELUDED AMERICANS 

The German Tages Zeitung’s wri- 
ter follows another line of thought 
and believes that “the next few days 
must show that Marshal Foch needs 
breathing space, as strategically he 
has already lost the battle and the 
enemy’s losses are enormous.” 

Herr Schuermann, writing for the 
Nord Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung, 
cryptically explains why the Franco- 
British gain of territory is really a 
loss and shakes his head over “the 
poor deluded Americans, who in their 
pride came over to dictate peace in a 
few weeks and now, instead of a 
brief adventure, find themselves in- 
volved in battles which will be hard 
and long.” 

The Rhenish Westphalian Gazette's 
correspondent, Baron von der Osten, 
fills a column “with justifiable hope” 
that the German army will be unbeat- 
able, although he is not very comfort- 
able about it, for he says“the battle is 
very hard and the enemy’s superiority 
in men and material is very great.” 


GRMANY [S$ NOW 
FIGHTING FOR HER 
MERE EXISTENCE 


LEADING COLOGNE JOURNAL 
SAYS “WE STAND ALONE, AND 
CAN EXPECT NO HELP.” 
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London, Aug. 26.—Dull apathy is 
giving way to intense anxiety, ac- 
cording to reports from Berlin re- 
ceived at the Hague, says the Daily 
Mail correspondent in the Dutch 
capital. Newspaper criticisms show 
an urgent demand for reassurance 
and several papers pin their faith on 
the Hindenburg line. 

The Cologne Volks Zeitung, a lead- 
ing Catholic exponent of annexations, 
denounces the “wiseacres” who ever 
had been foolish enough to believe 
that there were war aims outside 
Germany. 

“Germany is no longer fighting for 
Belgium or  Alsace-Lorraine,’ the 
paper says. “But for its sheer exist- 
ence a great battle is going on. It 
is a battle upon the glacis of the 
fortress called Germany. We stand 
alone and have no help to expect from 
anyone.” 

The thilitary correspondent of the 
Nieue Courant of The Hague, whose 
enthusiasm over previous German 
victories had been noticeable, thinks 
{t possible that the Germans may be 
forced to the Rhine if Marshal Foch 
does not give thei time to gain a.

STRONG SPEECH BY SIR ROBERT 
BORDEN.

Sir Robert Borden, speaking at the 
Savoy Hotel, London, on August ?st., 
as the guest of the Canada Club and 
the Canadian Association, said that 
the German militarists were possess- 
ed by devils whose name was legion. 
To Germany, no less than to all hu- 
manity, the world owed the duty of 
casting out those devils. The war 
would never be well won until that 
task was accomplished. It was hor- 
rible to think that all this had been 
brought about by the devilish ambi- 
tion of the Kaiser and of the military 
caste that surrounded him; but the 
Kaiser and hig militarists would nev- 
er have undertaken or carried out 
such a purpose if they had not suc- 
ceeded in casting an unholy spell over 
the German people which had made 
their name accursed among the na- 
tions. A ruder shock than any yet 
experienced was necessary to break 
that spell. There were, however, 
premonitory indications that the 
shock might not be far distant unless 
all present indications were decept- 
ive. The mastery of the air was pas- 
sing and would more and more pass 
to the allies. By that means, if not 
by a breaking of the German battle 
lines, the war would be carried into 
German territory with vigor and 
effect. There was another most pow- 
erful resource at the disposal of the 
Allies. Notwithstanding all German 
successes in Russia and in the East, 
it lay Within the united purpose and 
power of Great Britain and the Uni- 
ted States through the command of 
national resources and raw materials, 
and by other means to place upon the 
industrial and commercial develop- 
ment and expansion of Germany re- 
Ftrictions against which she would 
struggle in vain.

FARM PURPOSES CAN MAIN- 
TAIN PRODUCTION, OR EVEN 
INCREASE IT. 


MALES PREDOMINATE IN WEST 
AND FEMALES IN THE EASTERN 
PROVINCES. 


Ottawa, Aug. 29.—A total registra- 
tion of considerably in excess of five 
millions, including several hundred 
thousand men trained in agriculture 
but at present otherwise engaged are 
the striking features of the interim 
report of the Registration Board, 
which, under the direction of Senator 
Robertson, took a man power regis- 
tration of Canada on Saturday, June 
22. 

“Registration,” says the report, “has 
demonstrated beyond a question, that 
we have in Canada an abundant sup- 
ply of labor, experienced in farming, 
and willing, upon request, to devote 
itself to farming, but which is at pres- 
ent employed in other occupations. 
In the provinces of Ontario and Mani- 
toba alone there have been secured 
and placed in the hands of county 
committees by means of registration, 
the names of over 140,000 men, all of 
some training in agriculture, but for 
the = present otherwise employed, 
whose services are available as har- 
vest hands should they be required. 

EVEN INCREASE PRODUCTION. 

“If the cards from all parts of Can- 
ada were thoroughly scrutinized for 
farm prospects, the labor shown to 
be available would probably prove 
conclusively that, despite the large 
number of men who have left the 
farm for overseas service, wo still 
have a force with which to maintain 
our production at its present level, 
or even increase it if necessary.’’- 

The report states that as a result 
of the registration the board in the 
national interest mobilize labor quick- 
ly toward any form. of production.

LESSER SLAVE LAKE 
RE-OPENS FISHING 
ON SEPTEMBER 1 


LICENSE OF COMPANY SUSPEND- 
ED FOR IMPROPER HANDLING 
OP FISH CAUGHT. 


Ottawa, Aug.30.—Lesser Slave lake, 
Alberta, and Lac La Biche, which for 
the last two weeks have been closed 
to commercial fisheries there opera- 
ting by order of the Canada Food 
Board and the department of naval 
service, will be re-opened the first of 
September. For improper handling of 
fish caught from the Lesser Slave 
Lake,, Alberta, which resulted in 
waste, the Independent Fish company 
of Widewater, Alberta, had their li- 
cense to operate suspended by the 
food board for two months, ending 
November 1, during which time the 
company may not buy, sell, deal in, or 
ship fish. The Great Waterways Fish 
company of Lac La Biche, for opera- 
ting without a license and for lack of 
proper facilities for storing and hand- 
ling fish, have been refused license 
to operate by the food board. The 
action closing these lakes was/’taken 
pending an _ investigation of com- 
plaints of waste. Investigation by 
officers of the department of naval 
service and the Canadian Food Board 
has placed the blame for the waste 
complained of. Some two or three 
cars of fish had spoiled but not over 
50,000 pounds out of 1,000,000 pounds 
caught during the season to date. In 
the case of one of the offending firms 
the fish had spoiled in transit through 
careless packing. In the second case 


the firm had lacked storage facilities 
and the fish had spoiled awaiting 
shipment.

CANADIANS’ GREATEST GLORY 
WAS AT AMIENS. 


London, Aug. 29.—The Times, re- 
viewing the battle of Amiens, says 
that on the main battlefront the honor 
of the first advagce was shared by 
the Australians and Canadians.

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THRILLING DESCRIPTION OF 
SMASH _.AT HUNS. 


London, Aug. 28.—Relating his ex- 
periences in the recent fighting, a 
Montreal officer says: “My company 
was on the left of the battalion and 
were in the center of the whole  at- 
tack. In No Man’s Land, about 50 
yards wide, we had to lie down out- 
side the barb wire waiting for an 
order to attack while the barrage 
wag bursting overhead. 

“A creeping barrage was intended 
to keep the Germans under cover at 
the same time. Our heavy interme- 
diate guns’ engaged enemy positions 
and artillery very effectively. 

“I could see Hun minenwerfer and 
field guns knocked out. Hollows were 
filled with guns and dead Germans. 
Four hundred. and thirty tanks came 
up and the barrage opening, we ad- 
vanced behind the tanks. We met 
the whole German first line with 
their hands up, but the enemy ma- 
ching gunners stuck to their posts 
until we bayoneted them. We cap- 
tured two machine gun posts. 

“After the first line was taken we 
came into a thick mist which, to- 
gether with the smoke, made it diffi- 
cult to see the direction of our next 
objective. The position was all the 
more hard to grasp, as the enemy's 
ling Was on & curve and we thus ap- 
peared to have Huns in front of us 
on three points of the compass. 
rious companies got a bit mixed up, 
We, however, got the right direction, 
and were the first battalion of our 
division to reach our next objective. 

SUN RISES. 

“Here we found our colqnel and 
headquarters already established in a 
wood. The sun was now up 80 we 
could see our direction. We had to 
go up & narrow neck lined with ma- 
chine guns and snipers, but we went 
through so rapidly we had only one 
casualty, It was miraculous how we 
got off so lightly. It was difficult to 
restrain our men they were so eager 
to get at the enemy. After taking 
the hollow’road we' found the enemy 
had been driven on to our rifles by 
an advancing barrage. We pressed 
forward and drove the enemy ma- 
chine gunners into the barrage. That 
was the end of the first day’s attack. 

“We took three groups of howit- 
zers, with all the officers and men, in 
dugouts. The guns were captured 
untouched. Two brigadiers were cap- 
tured. Another brigade then came 
through to us and we then became a 
reserve brigade. We saw horse artil- 
lery, cavalry and whippets coming up, 
In front we saw Germans blowing up 
dumps and guns. ‘ 

HUN PRISONERS CARRY: 
WOUNDED. 

“Our padre impressed about 100 
Hun prisoners to carry our wounded. 
One -curious incident in the advance 
was the escape of our piper. He had 
a shell burst at his feet and was 
knocked down: but not_ wounded. He 
got up again and played all the time 
we were consolidating our position 
all day. 

“I saw only one German airplane 
over our first objective. In conse- 
quence the German artillery seemed 
to get no directions. By this time 
we were using German guns.

Advertising! Bradstreet’s _state- 
ment that 84 per cent of all failures 
are among non-advertisers is signifi- 
cant. Intelligent advertising has be- 
come an essential in every modern 
industry. But what shall the adverti- 
ser do in the face of the war situation 
when he finds it difficult to get goods 
to fill his orders? First of all, it 
should be remembered that the foun- 
dation purpose of judicious adver; 
tising is to fix indelibly the trademark 
in the public's mind. A let-up in the 
campaign must be fatal to any pro- 
duct. So, we find Mr. George H. 
Charls, vice-president of the Ameri- 
can Rolling Mills Company, declaring 
the company’s purpose to continue its 
advertising, although for two and a 
half years it had been unable to sup- 
ply the demand for its product. ‘We 
are building,” said he, “a permanent 
business edifice, and some day we 
would have to spend millions of dol- 
larg buying back the business and 
good-will of our clients if they are 
forsaken in this emergency.” Unless 
advertising is kept up without a break 
the advertiser loses the results of the 
initial effort. Here is a warning to 
the advertiser who neglects the dull 
season in summer. When advertise- 
ments are fewest is the very time 
when a message to the public will get 
the most attention. It is good 
“psychology” to push the advertise- 
ment of a winter product in summer 
and of a summer product in winter.—

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DOWN THROUGH TONDERN 
AND DROPS BIG BOMBS. 


London, Aug. 30.—The story has 
been told_for the firat time of how 


an intrepid British aviator flew down 


the main street of a German city in 
the dead of the night and escaped 
without a scratch. , 

A fleet of British airplanes was 
launched off the ‘north-west coast of 
Schleswig-Holstein from the “mys- 
tery ship” which has given the Huns 


much cause to worry. Its object was 


to destroy the Zeppelin sheds at Ton- 
dern, in Schleswig. ; > 

In the small hours of the morning 
the aviators sailed over the German 
coast. Captain Dixon, a very young 
officer, leading the squadron, arriv- 
ed at the city of Tondern in the grey 
dawn and came down to within 50 
feet of the ground in his search for 
the Zeppelin hangars. 

CITY FAST ASLEEP. 

He found the city fast asleep, and 
was surprised at the quiet that pre- 
vailed. Not a shot was fired. Keep- 
ing a sharp lookout, however, he flew 
up the entire length of the main street 
of the town. 

A farmer coming into town waved 
his hand at the British flyer in cor- 
dial greeting, apparently mistaking 
him for a German aviator. This was 
the only person Captain Dixon saw. 

BOMBS HANGARS. 

To the north of the town he came 
upon the hangars. Mounting to a 
height of 300 feet, he released a 
bomb which struck a munition 
dump. Sweeping lower, he rattled 
off hig remaining bombs on the han- 
gars. Immediately there was a fierce 
fire, the flames rising to the height of 
1,000 feet. 

His object having been achieved, 
Captain Dixon flew back to his moth- 
er-ship in the midst of a heavy bar- 
rage fire from the German anti-air- 
craft guns. 

MAKES HIS ESCAPE. 

The other attacking machines came 
up and in the light of the burning 
Zeppelin sheds dropped bombs on an- 
other hangar which had escaped Cap- 
tain Dixon’s observation. With en- 
emy shells flying thickly around them, 
all the aviators returned safely to the 
ship. 

Captain Dixon was décorated by 
the king with the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Order for his exploit.

HON. N. W. ROWELL... REVIEWS

In an explosion on April 12 on an- 
other, motor launch, the officers and 
crew were blown off or forced to jump 
overboard. ‘Lieut.Commander Keith 
Robert Hoare and Lieut. Gerald Bagot 
jumped into a dinghy and removed a 
depth charge, thereby preventing an 
explosion which might have caused a 
serious loss of life among English and 
American sailors on a Jiearby quay. 
Both officers have been awarded the 
Albert medal.
